COLLEGE " COLLEGE CLASSROOM 
FACES TAP BY 


SELECTIVE SERVICE 


(UPI) Draft Director Lt. 
General (lewis B. Hershey 
said the Selective Service Sys- 
tem may have to tap the col- 
lege classroom to meet the 
manpower demands of a 
steadily rising United States 
commitment in Viet Nam. 

The number of college stu- 
dents who may be called will 
depend on Defense Depart- 
ment needs, Hershey § said. 
College students have not been 
called up for military service 
as draftees thus far. 

In a copyright interview in 
U.S. News & World Report, 
Hershey said that continua- 
tion of present manpower de- 
mands would mean some full- 


time students might be 
drafted. 
Another source of man- 


power that may be tapped are 
“all those people in reserve 
units who aren’t doing any- 
thing,’’ Hershey said. 

“I’m not trying to get any- 
one from these priority out- 
fits,” he said, referring to

trying to get anyone from a 
reserve unit that is drilling. 
But a lot of those reserve 
units exist only on paper.” 
Two methods of selecting 


potential college draftees are 


under consideration, Hershey 
said. But he gave no estimate 
of when the ground rules for 
a college draft might be ready. 


According to Hershey, the 
college draftees can be singled 
out either by a deferment ex- 
amination, or by colleges aid- 
ing the draft boards by telling 
them who is in the last quar- 
ter of his class. 

Hershey said colleges, eager
